DR. WALTER M. BARSS (physics) has received a 
grant of $10,000 from the U.S. Office of Naval 
Research, to expand his work on factors 
affecting the reverberation of sound under sea 
ice. Previous grants from the University and 
Canadian research agencies equipped the Elliott 
Building's underwater-sound laboratory and 
supported research on sound-scattering techniques. 


Fellowships for five faculty members in the 
humanities and social sciences have been 
announced by the Canada Council. All awards 
will support a year's research. DR. D. R. LYCAN 
(geography), winner of a Post-Doctoral Fellowship, 
will conduct urban studies at the Centre for 
Regional Economic Studies at the University of 
Pittsburgh. Winners of Leave Fellowships are: 

DR. W. HARRY HICKMAN (modern languages) -- 
research in Paris and elsewhere in Europe into 
nineteenth- and twentieth-century French poetry 
and drama; 

DR. I. D. PAL (economics) -- research at the 
libraries of the University of Toronto and 
McGill University, and at the headquarters of the 
United Nations Trade and Development Office in 
Geneva; 

DR. ANN SADDLEMYER (English) -- research in Dublin, 
London, and Continental Europe, to complete 
preparations for an edition of the letters of 
Irish playwright J. M. Synge to his fianc6e, Abbey 
Theatre actress Maire O'Neill; 

DR. W. G. SHELTON (history) -- research in 
England for a book on the life and thought of 
Dean Tucker, and eighteenth-century political and 
clerical figure. 
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DEREK SMITH (anthropology and sociology) will 
speak on "Primitive Communities" at this year's 
AMS Symposium, to be held at the Island Hall 
Hotel, Parksville, from March 8 to 10. Taking 
part in Sunday's closing panel on "The Community 
and the University" will be DR. CHARLES GREGORY 
and LLOYD MCKENZIE (board of governors) and 
DAVID DUNSMUIR (information services), in 
discussion with former AMS president Stephen 
Bigsby. The keynote speaker will be Patrick 
Watson, who has returned to academic affairs 
after serving as anchor man for the CBC's 
This Hour Has Seven Days. 


The first volume of the University of Victoria's 
centennial bibliography is now off the press. 
Entitled Laving the Foundations , it includes some 
2,000 entries describing material on this province 
printed from 1849 to 1899. The work was compiled 
by MRS. BARBARA LOWTHER, now of the library staff, 
during three years with the Social Sciences 
Research Centre. DR. R. H. ROY, chairman of the 
centre, reports that orders for copies are coming 
in from libraries in many parts of North America. 
When completed, the bibliography will describe 
printed items dating from the earliest days of 
exploration to 1964. It will form the first all- 
inclusive source-book for those engaged in research 
into British Columbia's past. Work on the next 
volume is expected to start in a few weeks.
